Dear Mr. President: 

I am pleased to submit the Tenth Annual Report on Federal Advisory Committees 
for your consideration and transmittal to the Congress. I am also pleased to 
report a major savings in the cost of advisory committees. On January 22, 1981, 
you directed a 5 percent reduction in the cost of advisory committees. Your 
departnients and agencies surpassed this objective and reduced total actual 1981 
expenditures by 10 percent from original projections and 9 percent from actual 
1980 expenditures. 

Advisory committees can be of great value, providing advice and information not 
otherwise available to the Federal govenment. However, there are opportunities 
for more effective cost management of advisory committees. The following actions 
could reduce current expenditures by at least an additional 10 percent, or approxi- 
mately $8 million: 

. Eliminate compensation apart from expenses for travel 
and per diem for board members other than staff employees. 
Service should be on a strictly voluntary basis. Keen 
interest and public spiritedness among private sector 
organizations and citizens will attract a sufficient 
number of highly qualified individuals to serve on 
committees. 

. Establish guidelines to limit the size of committees. 

. Severely curtail the use of paid consultants and staff by 
advisory committees in keeping with the general function 
of such committees, which is to advise rather than supplant 
normal agency functions. 

. Eliminate to the maximum practicable extent those advisory 
committees which never meet. During the past year, approxi- 
mately 15 percent of the committees never met. Others met 
so infrequently that it seems questionable whether they are 
achieving the objectives for which they were established. 



. I also reconmend that  Congress consider amending the Federal 
Advisory Committee Act to place reporting requirements on a 
f i sca l  year basis. This would f ac i l i t a t e  the review of 
agency expenditures which are  also planned and budgeted by 
f i sca l  year. 

I w i l l  be sending under separate cover recommendations t o  implement these 
proposed actions. With successful implementation, we could achieve an overall 
cost reduction of about 20 percent since January of 1981. 

This report is  prepared i n  accordance with Section 2 of Executive Order No. 
12024 t o  f u l f i l l  the requirements of Section 6(c)  of the Federal Advisory 
Committee A c t ,  as  amended (Pub1 ic Law 92-463, 5 U. S. C. , App. I ) .

Introduction 

This is the Tenth Annual Report of the President to the Congress, covering calendar year 1981, on 
the activities, status, and changes in the composition of Federal Advisory Committees, as required by the 
Federal Advisory Committee Act, as amended (FACA, Public Law 92-463, October 6, 1972). It is a sum- 
mary of the information (which is forwarded separately to the Congress) required by section 6(c) of the 
Act. 

Advisory committees can be of great value. They contribute to the "openness" of Governmental deci- 
sion-making, and provide advice and information not otherwise available to the Government. Their func- 
tions range from providing broad policy advice on major national issues to providing specific technical 
recommendations on particular problems. However, they may also outlive their usefulness, or become in- 
effective, or require restructuring to meet their responsibilities. 

One of the objectives of the Act is that "new advisory committees should be established only when 
they are determined to be essential ..." Another objective is that "advisory committees should be terminat- 
ed when they are no longer carrying out the purposes for which they were established." To meet these 
objectives, the Committee Management Secretariat, General Services Administration, which is responsible 
for all matters relating to executive branch advisory committees, conducts a comprehensive review of all 
committees, as required by section 7(b) of the Act. This is to ensure that unnecessary committees are 
terminated, and that those which are recommended for continuation are effective and meet a compelling 
need to carry out the responsibilities of the Government. Reviews are conducted annually and cover all 
advisory committees in existence as of December 31 of the previous calendar year. 

As of December 31, 1981, there were 853 committees,.a decrease of 12 from the 865 reported at the 
end of 1980. The change in number reflects:

As noted in previous reports, the largest number of committees is concentrated in a small number of 
departments or agencies; five had 50 or more advisory committees in 1980. At the end of 1981, these 
same five agencies continued to have the largest numbers.

Of the 967 committees which were in existence at some time during 1981, 44 percent (427 commit- 
tees) were specifically directed by law; 26 percent (251 committees) were authorized-but not specifically 
directed to be established-by law; 27 percent (258 committees) were established under general agency 
or departmental authorities; and the remaining 3 percent (31 committees) were established by Presidential 
directive. A total of 22,198 persons served on these committees at some time during the year. 



The total Federal cost (as reported by individual agencies) to operate and support advisory commit- 
tees during calendar year 1981 was $80,102,083. These costs include compensation, travel and per diem 
allowances for committee members (where paid); staff support costs (including salary and other allow- 
ances for Federal employees directly supporting the committees); consultant fees; space; printing (and 
other services); and supplies. 

It is estimated that $80,143,952 will be necessary for the expenses of advisory committees in calen- 
dar year 1982, and this amount is incorporated in the President's budget recommendations to the Con- 
gress. 

On January 22, 1981, the President directed Executive departments and agencies to reduce advisory 
committee costs by five percent for 1981. The calendar year 1981 actual costs were $80,102,083, which 
represents an 8.3 percent savings over the calendar year 1980 actual costs of $87,356,491. This also 
represents a 9.9 percent savings over the 1981 cost estimate of $88,927,920 (See table below).

This summary report for calendar year 1981 and the detailed information in the agency compilations 
on which it is based (on Standard Forms 248,248-A, 249, 249-A, and 250; facsimiles of which are shown 
in Appendix E) will be available for public inspection at the Library of Congress, Washington, DC, or at the 
National Archives and Records Service, Office of the Federal Register, Committee Management Secretar- 
iat.

b. 'Advisory Committee" haa the meaning set forth in 
Section 3 of the Act. 

5. Responsibilities. 

a. The Off ice of Mana ement and Bud et ( O m )  . In 
general, t h e f u n c t i o n s  *Di=tor % un er w c t  and 
under Executive Order 11769 shall be carried out by the 
Committee Management Secretariat of OMB. 

b. Departments - and agencies. 

(1) The head of each agency which uses an advisory 
committee shall insure compliance with the Act and this 
Circular and shall issue regulations which apply to all 
advisory committees established or used by the agency. 

(2) The head of each agency which uses an advisory 
committee shall designate an Advisory Committee Management 
Officer who shall carry out the functions specified in 
Section 8(b) of the Act and this Circular. The name of each 
Advisory Committee Management Officer shall be provided to 
the OME Secretariat. 

(3) Each agency shall maintain information on the 
nature, functions, and operations of each of its advisory 
committees. This shall include a complete set of the 
charters of the agency's advisory committees, and copies of 
the annual reports on its advisory committees in a single 
location. 

6. Creation of - advisory committees. 
a. When an agency proposes to establish an advisory 

committee not specifically authorized by statute or by the 
President, the agency head must consult with the OMB Secre- 
tariat. Such "consultationn may be in the form of a letter 
from the agency head describing the nature and purpose of 
the proposed advisory committee, including an explanation of 
why the functions of the proposed committee could not be 
performed by the agency or by an existing committee. The 
letter, in addition, should describe the agency's plan to 
attain balanced membership on the proposed committee. If 
the OMB Secretariat is satisfied that establishment of the 
advisory committee would be in accord with the Act, the 
agency head shall certify in writing that creation of the 
advisory committee is in the public interest. This 
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certification and a description of the nature and purpose of 
the committee shall be published in the Federal Register at 
least 15 days prior to the filing of the committee's 
charter. The OMB Secretariat may, for good cause, authorize 
a shorter period of time between publication of the notice 
and the filing of the charter. 

If not satisfied that establishment of the advisory commit- 
tee would be in accordance with the Act, the OMB Secretariat 
shall inform the agency head in writing within 15 days of 
receipt of the agency letter. 

b. Unless specifically provided otherwise by statute or 
Presidential directive, advisory committees shall be ukil- 
ized solely for advisory'functions. 

c. (1) Each advisory committee shall file a charter 
complying with Section 9(c) of the Act. This requirement 
applies to committees nutilized" as advisory committees, 
though not established for that purpose. 

(2) A copy of each charter shall be furnished to 
the Library of Congress at the time of filing. Copies 
should be sent to:

Termination and renewal of advisory committees. 
a. Each nonstatutory advisory commiktee e m ,  not 

established by statute or reorganization plan) which is in 
existence on January 5, 1973, shall terminate no later than 
January 5, 1975, unless it is renewed by the President or 
the agency head prior to January 5, 1975. 

Before such a committee can be renewed by an agency, the 
agency head must determine that renewal is necessary and 
shall inform the OMB Secretariat of his determination and 
the reasons for it not more than 60 days before the com- 
mittee expires. If the Secretariat concurs, the agency head 
shall publish notice of the renewal in the Federal Register 
and shall file a new charter. B 



Any advisory committee which is renewed shall continue for 
not more than two years unless, prior to the expiration of 
that period, it is renewed. Each such advisory committee 
established by the President or a Federal officer after 
January 5, 1973, shall terminate not later than two years 
after its establishment unless prior to that time it is 
renewed. 

b. Each advisory committee established by statute or 
reorganization plan which is in existence on January 5, 
1973, shall terminate by January 5 ,  1975, unless its 
duration is otherwise provided for by law. 

(1) Each such advisory committee which is estab- 
lished after January 5, 1973, shall terminate not later than 
two years after its establishment unless its duration is 
otherwise provided for by law. 

(2) Any such statutory advisory committee shall 
file a new charter upon the expiration of each successive 
two-year period following the date of enactment of the 
statute establishing the committee. 

c. No advisory committee required by Section 14(b) of 
the Act to file a new charter shall take any action, other 
than preparation and filing of such charter, between the 
date the new charter is required, and the date it is filed. 

8. Operation - of advisory committees. 

a. Callinp - of meetings. 

(1) No advisory committee shall hold any meeting 
except at the call of or with the advance approval of the 
Federal official debignated in accordance with Sec. 10(e) of 
the Act and this Circular. (See 8f below.) 

(2) Except with respect to Presidential advisory 
committees, each meeting of an advisory committee shall be 
conducted in accordance with an agenda approved by the 
Federal official. The agenda shall list the matters to be 
considered at the meeting. It shall also indicate when any 
part of the meeting will concern matters within the 
exemptions of the Freedom of Information Act, 5 U.S.C. 
552 (b) . 

b. Notice of meetings. - 



(1) Except when the Director determines otherwise 
for reasons of national security, timely notice of each 
advisory committee meeting, whether open or closed to the 
public, shall be published in the Federal Register- fn 
addition to the notice in the Federal Register, other forms 
of notice should be used, for example, press releases and 
notices by mail. Where practicable, agencies should 
maintain lists of people and organizations interested in 
Particular advisory committees and notify them of meetings 
by mail. 

( 2 )  Such notice should state the name of' the 
advisory committee, the'time, place and purpose of the meet- 
ing (including where appropriate, a summary of the agenda). 
Notices ordinarily should state that meetings are open to 
the public, or, explain why any part is closed. 

(4) Notice is not required when the Director has 
determined that it should not be published for reasons of 
national security. Any agency advisory committee which 
seeks Such a determination, shall submit its request and a 
statement of reasons to the Director at least 30 days before 
the meeting is scheduled. 

(1 )  Meetings shall be held at a reasonable time and 
at a place that is reasonably accessible to the public- 
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(3) Any member of the public shall be permitted to 
file a written statement with the committee. 

(4) Interested persons may be permitted by the 
committee chairman to speak at the meeting in accordance 
with procedures established by the committee. 

d. Closdd meetings. 

(1 )  Section 10(d)  of the Act states that the 
provisions concerning open meetings and public participation 
"shall not apply to any advisory committee meeting which the 
President, or the head of the agency to which the advisory 
committee reports, determines is concerned with matters 
listed in . . ." 5 U.S.C. ++ 552(b), the exemptions of the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

(2) An advisory committee which seeks to have all 
or part of a meeting closed on the basis of 5 U.S.C. 552(b) 
shall notify the agency head or, in the case of a 
Presidential advisory committee, the Director at least 30 
days before the scheduled date of the meeting. The 
notification shall be in writing and shall specify all the 
reasons why any part of the meeting should be closed. 

If the agency head or the Director finds the request to be 
warranted and in accordance with the policy of the Act, the 
request shall be granted. The determination of the agency 
head or the Director shall be in writing and shall state the 
specific reasons for closing all or part of the meeting. 
The determination itself shall be made available to the pub- 
lic on request. The agency head or the Director may 
delegate responsibility for making the above determinations. 
However, in any case where a determination to close a meet- 
ing is made by a delegate of the agency head, the determina- 
tion should be reviewed by the agency General Counsel. 

(3) When a meeting is closed, the advisory 
committee shall issue a report at least annually setting 
forth a summary of its activities and related matters which 
are infomzative to the public consistent with the policy of 
5 U.S.C. 552(b). Notice o f  availability of such annual 
report shall be published in the Federal Register no later 
than 60 days after $ts completion. The notice shall include 
instructions which will allow the public access to the 
report, 
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e. Minutes. Detailed minutes shall be kept of each 
advisory-tee meeting. The minutes shall include: the 
time and place of the meeting; a list of advisory committee 
members and staff and agency employees present at the 
meeting; a complete summary of matters discussed and 
conclusions reached; copies of all reports received, issued, 
or approved by the advisory committee; a description of the 
extent to which the meeting was open to the public; and a 
description of public participation, including a list of 
members of the public who presented oral or written 
statements and an estimate of the number of members of the 
public who attended the meeting. 

The chairman of the advisory committee shall certify to the 
accuracy of the minutes. . 

f. Designated Federal employee. 

(1)  With regard to an advisory committee used by an 
agency, the agency head shall designate a Federal officer or 
employee as set forth in Section 10 (e) of the Act and 
determine whether he is to chair or attend the meetings. 
With regard to Presidential advisory committees such officer 
or employee may be designated, and his role determined by 
the Director. Ordinarily, the designated Federal employee 
should serve on a continuing basis. 

(2) No advisory committee shall conduct a meeting 
in the absence of the designated Federal employee. 

(3) The designated Federal employee shall he 
authorized to adjourn any advisory committee meeting, 
whenever he determines adjournment to be in the public 
interest. 

9 .  Reports on - advisory committees. 
a. The President has delegated, in Executive Order 

11769, responsibility for preparation of the annual report 
required by Section 6(c) of the Act to the Administrator of 
General Services. The General Services Administration (GSA) 
will provide appropriate reporting instructions. 

b. Two copies of each public report of each Presi- 
dential advisory committee shall be submitted to the 0-B¶B 
Committee Management Secretariat at the time of the submis- 
sion to the President. 
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10. Com rehensive Review. The annual review required by 
x c t  shall be conducted on a calendar- Sect on 

year basis. Agencies may schedule the review so that its 
results are incorporated in the annual report of advisory 
committees. The review should examine all advisory 
committees, and terminate those no longer useful. Advisory 
committees specifically created by statute or Executive 
Order should be reviewed, and if appropriate, their 
termination recommended. The comprehensive review should 
include, among other things, a summary of the total number 
of advisory committee meetings, the number of closed or 
partially closed meetings, and a recapitulation of the 
exemptions in the Freedom of Information Act used as a basis 
for closing meetings. The review should also comment in 
some detail on agency effdrts and procedures to insure 
balanced membership on its advisory committees. The results 
of the comprehensive review should be included in the annual 
report to the Administrator of General Services. 

11. Uniform pay guidelines. 

a. Pay for members of an advisory committee. - -- 
(1) Subject to the provisions of this paragraph, an 

agency shall fix the pay of the members of an advisory 
committee to the daily equivalent of a rate of the General 
Schedule in 5 U.S.C. 5332 unless the members are appointed 
as consultants and compensated as provided in 1lc below. 

(2) In determining an appropriate rate of pay for 
the members of an advisory committee, an agency shall give 
consideration to the significance, scope, and technical com- 
plexity of the matters with which the advisory committee is 
concerned and the qualifications required of the members of 
the advisory committee. 

(3) An agency may not fix the pay of the members of 
an advisory committee at a rate higher than the daily equiv- 
alent of the maximum rate for GS-15 unless the head of the 
agency has personally.determined that, under the factors set 
forth in paragraph llb(2). a higher rate of pay is justified 
and necessary. Such a determination must be reviewed by the 
head of the agency annually. 
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b. Pay -- for the staff of -- an advisory committee. 

(1) Subject to the provisions of b(2), below, an 
agency shall fix the pay of each member of the staff of an 
advisory committee at a rate of the General Schedule in 
which the staff member's position would appropriately be 
placed were the General Schedule classification system in 
chapter 51 of title 5, United States Code, applicable to the 
position. 

(2) An agency may not fix the pay of a member of 
the staff of an advisory committee at a rate higher than the 
daily equivalent of the maximum rate for GS-15 unless the 
head of the agency has determined that, under the General 
Schedule classification Bystem, the staff member's position 
would appropriately be placed in the General Schedule grade 
higher than GS-15. Such a determination must be reviewed by 
the head of the agency annually. 

c. Pa for consultants to an advisor committee. An 
agency s d a l f i x  the pay of -- a consu F tant to an advisory com- 
mittee after giving consideration to the qualifications re- 
quired of the consultant and the significance, scope, and 
technical complexity of the work. The rate of pay shall not 
exceed the maximum rate of pay which the agency may pay ex- 
perts and consultants under 5 U.S.C. 3109. 

d. Voluntary services of an advisor committee member. 
The provisions of this s e z i z  d t  prevent an agency 
from accepting the voluntary services of a member of an 
advisory committee, or a member of the staff of an advisory 
committee, provided that the agency has authority to accept 
such services without compensation. 

e. Reimbursable travel ex enses for advisor committee 
members and staif. T h e m e  YE--- ers o f a n  + a vlsory committee, 
and sstaff thereof, while engaged in the performance of 
their duties away from their -homes or regular places of 
business, may be allowed travel expenses, including per diem 
in lieu of subsistence, as authorized by 5 U.S.C. 5703 for 
persons employed intermittently in the Government service. 

12. Effective date. The provisions of this Circular are 
effective on M-, 1974.

1. Pur ose. This Transmittal Memorandum clarifies Section 
11, d a r  No. A-63, Revised, dated March 27, 1974, 
relating to pay and other compensation of members, staff, 
and consultants of advisory committees. 

2. Back round. Section 7 of Public Law 92-463 provides 
that - 4 - T  t e D rector, after study and consultation with the 
Civil Service Commission, shall establish guidelines with 
respect to uniform fair rates of pay for comparable services 
of members, staffs, and consultants of advisory committees 
in a manner which gives appropriate recognition to the 
responsibilities and qualifications required and other 
relevaht factors." Pursuant to the foregoing authority, the 
Director included uniform pay guidelines as Section 1 1  of 
Circular A-63, March 27, 1974. The revisions set forth 
below are designed to clarify Section 11. 

Revisions. 

(a) Renumber the present subparagraphs a., b., c., d., 
and e., of Section 1 1  as subparagraphs b., c., d., e., and 
f., respectively. 

(b) Insert the following as subparagraph "a*": 

"a. General 

(1) Authority. The guidelines in this paragraph are 
established under the authority of Section 7(d) of the 
Federal Advisory Committee Act, 86 stat. 773. 

( 2 )  Applicability. The guidelines in this paragraph 
shall apply to the pay of members, staff, and 
consultants of an advisory committee, except that 



nothing in this paragraph shall affect a rate of pay or 
a limitation on a rate of pay that is specifically 
established by statute or a rate of pay established 
under the General Schedule classification and pay system 
in Chapter 51 and subchapter I11 of Chapter 53 of title 
5, United States Code." 

(c) Add the following new subpargraph "g.": 

ng. Nothing in this paragraph shall prevent - 
(1 1 an individual who (without regard to his' 

service with an adviso'ry committee) is a full-time 
employee of the United States, or 

(2 )  an individual who immediately before his 
service with an advisory committee was such an employee, 

from receiving compensation at the rate at whch he 
otherwise would be compensated (or was compensated) as a 
full-time employee of the United States." 

4. Ex lanation. New subparagraph "a(1)" is itdded to state + the aut or ty- for 'establishment of the uniform pay 
guidelines. 

New subparagraph "a(2)"  is added to clarify the 
applicability of the guidelines by making it clear that the 
guidelines do not affect the rate of pay or a limitation on 
a rate of pay that is specifically established by statute or 
a rate of pay established under the General Schedule 
classification and pay system. 

New subparagraph "g" is added to clarify the status and pay 
of full-time Federal employees serving on advisory 
committees.

The President in his letter of February 25, 1977, expressed 
his concern about the number and usefulness of Federal 
advisory committees, and ordered a government-wide, zero- 
base review of all committees, with the presumption that all 
committees should be abolished except those (1) for which 
there is a compelling need; (2) which have truly balanced 
membership; and (3) which conduct their business as openly 
as possible consistent with the law and their mandate. 

Section 7(b) of the Federal Advisory Committee Act (P.L. 
92-463) requires the Director of the Office of Management 
and Budget (OMB) to conduct annually a comprehensive review 
of each advisory committee to determine: 

a. whether such committee is carrying out its purpose; 

b. whether, consistent with the provisions of 
applicable statutes, the responsibilities assigned to it 
should be revised; 

C. whether it should be merged with other advisory 
committees; or 

d. whether it should be abolished. 

To meet the President's objectives, and the requirements of 
the Act, the following instructions, and reporting format, 
are provided for the review of Federal advisory committees, 
and supersede Transmittal Memorandum No. 3, Circular No. A- 
63, September 3, 1975. 

1. Agency comprehensive review. This review is to be a 
comprehensive, zero-base review of each advisory conunittee -- regardless Of the authority under which the committee was 
established, or when it was established or last renewed. 
The head of each agency, or a senior policy official 
designated by the agency head, should review the need for, 
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and accomplishments of, each committee in terms of factors 
such as those enumerated in the attached review coversheet 
(~xhibit I), with particular attention to the "balance" of 
membership representation. The review should also take into 
consideration, and provide an opportunity for, public 
comments and recommendations concerning these advisory 
committees, to the maximum extent possible. 

Based on this review, a determination should be made to 
continue, merge, terminate, or revise responsibilities of, 
as appropriate, each advisory committee established by the 
agency. Similar actions should be recommended for each 
commltt.ee established by statute or Presidential directive 
for which the agency has respowibillty. 

2. Reports. Following the agency' s review, the following 
is to be su~mitted to the Committee Management Secretariat, 
OflB, not later than April 15, 1977, for OMB and Presidential 
review: 

a. A review coversheet (Exhibit I) only, in duplicate, 
for each agency-established committee which is proposed to 
be terminated. 

D .  A review coversheet (Exhibit I) and brief 
explanatory statement, in duplicate, for each committee 
estaulished oy statute or Presidential directive, which is 
recommendea for merger or termination. 

c. A review coversheet (Exhibit I) and detailed 
justification, in duplicate, for each committee which is 
proposed to be continued. 

a. A brief description of the process by which the 
agency provided an ' opportunity for public comment on the 
review, ana recommendations for continuation, of advisory 
commlttees. 

e. A letter of transmittal tor the coversheets ana 
accompanying statements, constituting a determination that 
tile continuation of the committees proposed to be continued 
is in the public interest, signed by the agency head.
